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Claims 1-10 (amended sheet) as amended by the preliminary amendment filed 
concurrently with the application are pending. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is replete with instances of antecedence errors in which the recited 
reference numerals are relied on for antecedence. Examples are in line 13, "and 
sealing means (42) being provided between coupling piece {14} and drive mechanism 
(12) and hydraulic tank £161", line 1 8 "of other flange element {4pj". 

In addition, lines 17 and 18 recite "the flange element (40)" and "the other flange 
element (40)" which does not appear to coincide. Also note line 1 1 recited the element 
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(40) as "a flange component ". See also lines V8-19, the recitation "both flange 
elements (40, 44). 

Regarding claim 9, line 5, "indicated" should be deleted. 

Claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
